APT. Bartholomew Gofnold t had made a Voyage to the Northern 
Parts of Virginia, in the Year 1602, as hath been before related. 
was fo well pleafed with the Pleafantnefs and Fertility: of the Coun-

his Friends and nance to join with him in an Attempt to

fecurely at Work without their Arms. After this the Prefident pal 
mitted the Fort to be palifado’d, the Ordnance to be mounted, a 
the Men to be armed and exercifed. For many atid fudden. were j 
Affaults and Ambufcades of the Savages, who by the Nimblénefs 
their Heels efcaped, whilit the Eng/ii2, by their diforderly Straggl 
were often attacked and wounded. 

Capt. Smith infifting upon his Trial for the Crimes and Mifdermeant 
alledged again him, the Perfons fuborned accufed their Suborng 
and his Innocence {fo plainly appeared, that it raifed.a general 
fentment in the Hearts of the Audience againf fuch unjut Comry 
ders, and the Prefident was condemned to pay Mr. Smith Two Hs 
dred Pounds in Reparation of the Injury. In Confequence of whi 
all the Prefidents Effeéts were feized, in part of Satisfaétion ; } 
Capt. Smith generoufly prefented them to the Store for the Ufe of 1 
Colony, Soon after their Eieats and Animofities were appealed bya 
good Doétrine and Exhoriations of Mr. Hunt, who procured C 
Smith vo be admitted of the Council ; and the next Day they all receii 
the Communion together, in Confirmation of their Peace and F rieng 
fhip.

The Coleny being now left to their Fortunes, fell into fuch a violely 
Sicknefs, tuat within ten Days fcarce ten amongft them could eithergi 
or tand. This was chiefly owing to the Difference of their Dict: f 
whilft the Ships ttaid, either by ‘Trafick, or for Money, or Love, th 
get a daily Supply of Bifcuitand other Provifions from the Sailors, wim 
always abounded, even to Luxury and Profufion.

When they came 
he Town, the Women and Children ftood amazed at the Sight of @ 
an Creature, fo unlike whatever they had feen before. Then the 
marriors who had taken him performed the War Dance, with fuch 
nge Diftertions and antick Poftures, accompanied with fuch hideous 
fling, as was horrible to behold, However, they treated thcir Prifo- 
very kindly, and feafted him with fach Care and Abundance, that 
ufpected they intended to fat him and eat him. In the Heighth of his 
dancholy ‘Thoughts, one of the Jndians brought him a Garment made 
Skins, in Return for fome Toys Capt. Smith had given him at his firft 
Rival, which was a very feafonable Defence againft the exceflive Cold: 
sof the Seafon. They carried him about in ‘I‘riumph thre’ all their’ 
wns, and then brought him to Pamankey, the Habitation ef Opechan- 
ough, where, with frightful Howlings, and many ftrange and hellith 
emonies, they conjured him three Days, to find out whether he in- 
ded them well or ill. After which he was invited and fumptuoufly 
ted by Opitchopan, fecond Brother to Powbataz, and next Heir to 
his Dominions. At laft they conduéted him to Werowocomoco, the 
cipal Place of Refidence of Powhatan, the Emperor, who was a 
well-proportioned Man, of afour Afpeét, and of a very flrong and 

dy Conttitution of Body. 
His 
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_. Bis Dominions were very numerous and extenfive, which dele 
hot to bis Sonsand Children, but fir to his Brothers,, whereof he 
three, Opitchapan, Opechancanough, and Catataugh, and then, to his Sif 
according to their Senioriry.; and after them. to the. Heirs Male or Pe 
of theeldeft Sifler, and fo of the reft; bat never to che Heirs of B 
Males. He lived in great barbarick State and Magnificence,. bap 
ufually about his Perfon forty or fifty of the talle Men his Counr 
forded; which Guard, after. che Coming of the Zugli into the Coug 
was encreafed to two Handred. Every Night foar Centinels were pig 
at the four Corners.of his Houfe: Every half Hour one from the 
Guard hollowed, thaking his Finger between his Lips, and every 


tinel was obliged to anfwer from his Stand ; if any failed, the OfgimE 


went and beathim unmercifully. , Although both himfelf and his iq 


ple were mere Barbarians, and void of all Notions of geod Breedia 
even Humanity itfelf, yet was there fuch a Government amongtt ¢ 
that the Officers for good Command, and the People for due Subjedi 
might vie with many more civilized Nations, He had under himiti 
inferior Kings, or Weroances, who had Power of Life and Deat}, 
were bound to govern according to the Cuftoms of the Country. § 
ever, his Will was in all Cafes the Supreme Law, and maft be olig 
They all knew: their feveral. Lands, Habitations, and Limits, wf 
fowl, or hunt; but they held all of their great Weroance, Pow 
‘towhom they paid Tribute of Skins, Beads, Copper, Pearl, D 
“Turkies, wild Beafts, and Corn. All his Subjects reverenced him, 
only asa King, bat as halfa God; and it was curious to beholds 
what Fear and Adoration they obeyed him. At his Reet they. preted 


whatever he commanded ; anda Frownof his Brow would make 


reatelt Men tremble. For he was very tyrannous in punifhing fad 
offended him, with Variety of Cruelty, and the mott exquifite Tort 
He was about fixty Years of Age, fomething hoary, and of. a Sa 
Majefty and Grandeur. 

When Capt. Smith was prefented to him, he fat before a Fire, ¢ 
Wooden Throne like a Beaditead, cloathed with a great Robe of Rag 
Skins, witha Coronet of Feathers upox his Head. On either hand 
young Girl, about Seventeen or Eighteen Years of Age, and along 
Side of the Houfe a Row of Men, and behind them as many Wom 
painted and adorned in their grandeft Manner. When the Pri 
entered they all gave a Shout. ‘And the Queen of 4ppamattoxi 
appointed to bring him Water to wath his Hands, and another broug 
Bunch of Feathers, inftead of a Towel, to wipe them. ' They then ft 
him in their beft Manner. After which a long Confultation was he 
at the Conclufion whereof two great Stones were brought before: Pow 
tan: Capt. Smith was then dragged to them, and his Head was 
thereon, in order to have his Brains beat out with Clubs, Bat?

Hecould give 
us an accodat of no other product 
wpon the illand than what we have 
mentioned, except black plumbs, 
which are very good, but difficult to 
come at, the trees which bore them 
growing on high mountains and 
rocks. Pimento trees are pienty 
here, and we faw fome of fixty feet 
high, and about two yards thick : 
Cotton-trees are higher, and near

Tength ; and a foot and a half from 
the body of the tree, they fhoot out 
leaves fowr feet long and an inch 
broad, which grow fo regularly that 
the whole branch feems at a diftance 
to be one intire leaf: The tree mu 
be cut down to come at the cabbage, 
which is about a foot long, and very 
white aad good.” 

* We put oar fick men on fhore; 
and mr. Se‘tirk, “whom we now 
called the governor of the ifland, 
never failed of procuring two or 
three goats a day for chem, by means 
.of which, with the help of greens 
and the wholefome air, they reco- 
vered very fait of the fcurvy. He 
is a man of good education, well 
fkilled in the mathematicks, and an 
able navigator. He gave me the 
following defcription of the ifland, 
that it is about fix leagues in length 
and three in breadth, lying North 
Weft and South Kaft; and receives 
its name from the firft difcoverer, 
TF obn Fernandez, a Spaniard ; that 
the wind almoft conftantly blows off 
the thore, and that he had known it 
to blow in not above four hours all 
the time he was there; that fome 
time, there were very hard {qualls, 
but generally calm: That the cli- 
mate was good, and the trees and 
grats green all the year round : That 
the winter lats no longer than June 
and July, and is not then fevere, 
there being only great rains, though 
he had feen ice and fnow in July : 
That the {pring months, which are 
September, October, and Novem- 
ber, are very fine and pleafant : 
‘That the heat of the fammer is 
equally moderate ; and there is not 
much thunder or tempeltuous wea- 
ther of any fort: That he faw no 
venomous or favage creature upon 
the ifland nor any other forts of 
bealls, except goats, which were 


firft put afhore to’breed by the 
mentioned Juan Fernandex ; 
that this iland was capable of; 
taining a good number of » 
and of being made fo ftrong, 
they could net eafily be dif 
from thence, being a high 
coalt.””

France is the Proteus of the 
age, and hath many faces: She enters 
like a lamb, transforms into a fox, 
and thence becomes adevouring wolf, 
They never pardon, are never to be 
furprifed, and their ways are pait 
finding out: A double face, a char- 
ming voice, and -aftudied behaviour : 
They reckon nothing a pleajure but 
what tends to enflave the peopic, and 
lead them todefpair: ‘ oderint dacre 
métuant ; and they fot hatred 
of the conquered, if they can but 
make them fear. 

Queen Elizalvth of England, always 
aflerted, That France may be efpoufed 
as afriend, but never approved as a 
neighbour: Their rapidity and heat 
contuming what they can reach, not 
being able to fubtift, without ae 
and invading their neighbours goods 
and territories. * 

There can be no expeétation of con- 
cluding a lafting peace with fuch a 
faithlels generation, but by reducing 
their finances, their commerce, their 
fleets, andtheirarmies, to fuch a low 
and weak condition, as would take the 
bet part of an age to retrieve them.

next fummer ; He therefore implores 
them to.make peace for the prefent 
upon any terms ; and adds, that the 
conceffions for fettling the boundaries 
between the two crowns in North- 
America, may be as extenfive as the 
Englith will chufe to require them, 
without any prejudice to the French 
nation ; for if the government will 
only take care to fend him by every 
French yeflel which fails from thence 
for Canada, 30 or 35 foldiers (which 
may be ealily {pared upon a peace) he 
will undertake in afew years to reco- 
cover every inch of cround, and more, 
which the king may be obliged to 
give up to the Englith by a treaty of 
peace. This correfponds fo exactly with 
French Faith, that we need not foruple 
the truth of Moncalm's propohiton.
